Monza, Italy, July 31. — Few addi- 
tionnl details of the assassination oi 
King Humbert are available. It hap- 
pened so quickly and unexpectedly 
that the king was dead almost before 
the spectators realized what had oc- 
curred. No special precautions had 
been taken. Very few police were in 
attendance, and only a small guard of 
soldiers was keeping the way clear 
for the carriage. The king, amid the 
cheers of the crowd, came out smil- 
ing, accompanied by bis aide-de-camp 
Gen. Ponzio Iiaglia. He had entered

After his exclamation, 
"It is nothing." he did not utter a 
sound. Blood gushed from his mouth. 
The royal carriage covered the dis- 
tainee between the gymnastic society 
'lull house, where the crime was com- 
mitted, and the royal villa at full 
■pond, requiring hut three minutes. 
The king expired on the way, and, al- 
though placed on a bed, was dead 
when the doctors arrived. 

When Queen Margliaritn arrived at 
the villa it was still hoped that the 
king would survive, and when the 
truth was broken to her a heart-rend- 
ing scene ensued. Bunting into tears 
she exclaimed: "It is the greatest 
crime of the century. Humbert was 
|OOd and faithful. No person could 
have loved bis people more. He was 
>ne who bore ill will to none." 

When the queen'* mother urrived 
there was another affecting scene. 

The assassin on reaching the carbi- 
neers' guard room was in a pitiable 
condition, his hands and arms being 
lacerated and bloody and his clothes 
torn by the ungry crowd. Efefdjring 
to a question, he said through his 
clenched teeth: 

".ell them 1 came from America on 
purpose to kill Humbert. 1 have just 
only arrived from America and know 
no one. I spent u day at Bologna and 
then came on to Milan." 

A search wus made at his home at 
Piato. which resulted in the Biidlng 
of several compromising letters from 
New York. One signed by a woman 
was dated June Si, In this letter the 
writer asks whether all is reudy, and 
expresses a hope that he will soon 
return. 

Bressi had been absent from Prnto 
for six or seven years.
